EUPU8 HATCH. 

The death of Rufus Hatch removes 
from the financial world a figure which 
has been prominent for many year?. 
Mr. Hatch had in his career more nps 
and downs than nsttally fall to the lot 
of a "money king." 

He was bom in Maine in 1830 and 
went west when 16 years old. After 
trying various callings he went into the 
commission bnsiness in Chicago. Here 
his luck beg;in. At first lie did well 
and prospered. But the close of the 
Crimean wa» found him heavily long of 
grain, and the collapse in the price of 
that staple broke him, and his firm 
failed for $lf '),00(). 

In 180'.i he went to Now York and was 
one of the originators of the open board 
of brokers. This organization did bnsi 
ness in a Broad street cellar at first and 
was called the coal hole party, but it 
rapidly became a formidaole rival of 
the older board and the two soon con- 
■olidated. 

Mr. Hatch at that time had the back- 
ing of Henry Keep, the greatest oper 
ator of his time, and Keep^s great suc- 
cess in mani nutating the Cmcagoau'^ 
Northwestei shares brought fortune 
to him and tw his broker, Mr. Hatch 
This was the period of Mr. Hatch's 
greatest success. 

He was then one of the greatest men 
of Wall str' t, and hia word went for 
everything. Some time after this Mr 
Hatch failed again, this time for $600,- 
000. But after awhile his skill and 
knowledge told again, and he was once 
more on nis feet, and had settled with 
his creditors with interest. 

In 188ii Mr. Hatch became largely in 
terested in Northern Pacific and the 
TeUowstone park. In IStiS he brought 
over a party from England and Qer 
many on the famous trip over the 
Northern Pacific to the Yellowstone 
' park. Mr. Hatch seemed to be on the 
ojgh wave of prosperity again. 

At that time he lived in a handsome 
house on Park avenne, and his musical 
entertainments were the talk of the 
tow^n. He would sometimes have 
whole theatrical companies come to his 
house and entertain his guests. 

Mr. Hatch was ,the foonder of the 
Iron Kteamboat company. He met 
with his 1 t reverse In the Great 
Northern lacific break in 1888. He 
had unbounded faith in that property, 
and as he always went into a deal witti 
his whole soul the Villard disaster left 
him once more financially stranded. 
Since that time ho ha^ done little in 
the street. 

About the time of the Northern Pa- 
cific{panic he sold hi sseat in the stock ex- 
change and bought one in the New Yor s 
petrolenm exchange. He was instru- 
mental in causing tnat body to begi;i 
dealings in railway shares and used to 
say they would soon run the older 
board out of business. 

For the last few years Mr. Hatch had 
been more interested in grain than in 
stocks, and it is said that he and Mr. 
James R. Keeue were together in the 
latter 's famous comer of nine yeaie 
ago. 

Mr. Hatch occnpied modest offices in 
the Washington building. The legend 
on the door was : "ttofna Hatch & 
Company. The Catfla Buioh Com 
paay, Limited." 

lur. Hatch, as is well known, wat 
averse to talking about himself. When 
his opinion was sought on financial ot 
commercial matters, he usually spoke 
at length. Lis short, bnrly figure mia 
one of the most widely known in Wall 
street. He bore a general likenes-s to 
the late General B. F. Butler, especially 
about the massive forehead. 

Mr. Hatch leaves three children by 
his first wife, who was a Miss Charlotto 
T. Hato^t and four by his second wife, 
who was adaoghterof Cbptain Qray, 
^ commodore of the Paoifio mail

resting place. Tha removal of the body 
from the parlors of the family mansion 
on Baplanade street to the -city hall oc- 
onnred Wolaesday afternoon. Thou- 
sands of people yesterday paid a last 
look on the features of the dead gener- 
al. The floral tributes were numerous 
and beautiful in design and finish. 
Those who sent floral emblems were: 
George She of New York, Mrs. A. L. 
Adams, Mr. and Mrs. John A. Morris 
of Louisiana, Verietie association. 
Confederate Memorial association, 
Army of Virginia and Army of Tennes- 
see. 

The flag with which (General Beaare- 
gard was presented by Mrs. Carey is 
Baltimore at the opening of the war, 
and which he donated to the Washing- 
ton artillery a few years ago, was placed 
on the coiBn by that command. 

The oeremonies yesterday were elabo- 
rata in character, and the obaaqviw 
partook of the nature of a militaiy and 
civio demonstration. The mifitaiy 
formed on Lafayette sqnare as follows: 
Washinston artillery. Continental 
guards. Fifth battalion. Fourth battal- 
ion. Third battalion, Louisiana field ar- 
tillery. The Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia in donbla column and on the 
right of the hearse was the Army of 
Tennessee, on tha left and abreast waa 
the Army of Northam Virginia. Fol- 
lowing tha Army of Northern Virginia 
came the Washington artillery oamp, 
to the rear of them camp Noa. 9 Md 10 
of the Army of Tennessee. • 

The enture command, consisting of 
veterans and milHtia, waa under the 
command of Brigadier General Euclid 
Boreland, himaeu a Teteraa of the 
Army of Northern Virginia. The veter- 
ans were in charge of Colonel A. A. 
MaGinnis. The active pallbearers were 
General George Moorman, adjutant 
general of Gkoeral Gordon; General 
M. Wright Schanmberg, adjutant gen- 
eral of Lientenant General Smith; Gen- 
eral John Glynn, Jr., commanding the 
Louisiana division of the United Con- 
federate veterans; Colonel W. B. Ly- 
man, commander of camp No. 1; Colonel

Colonel W. L. Vincent, commander of 
cump No. 0; Colonel B. F. Eshelman,

The active pallbearers wore long arm 
badgea of English orepe, trimmed with 
black silk ribbon. The honorary pall- 
bearers numbered nearly 100, including 
prominent Confederate soldiers and 
statesmen. The funeral corWe moved 
from the city hall at 8 o'clock, taking 
the following route of march: From 
the city hall up St. Charles street to Lee 
circle, through Howard aTonne to Camp 
street. Camp to south side of Canal, out 
Canal to Claybome. where the veterans 
and militarv commandi boarded a spe 
cial train of the New Orleana and Lake 
road, which was r ese r ved for their use 

The intermant was at Mount Airy 
cemetery, in the tomb of the Army of 
Tennessee. 

ThroTu^hout tite day h steady stream 
of peoiue poured through the oonnoil 
chamber wherein the remains of tha 
dead warrior lay. Many diatinguiahed 
visitors were among those who called. 
The family of the general arrlyed at the 
hall early, and proceeded to the room 
of the derk in the rear of tha mortuary 
chamber and remained there during the 
remidnder of the day. 

The funeral services were oonduoted 
according to tha ritsa of tha Catholic 
church by Rev. Father Lableau of St. 
Augustine church, who was an intimate 
friend of the deceased. Tha holy father 
prefaced the sarvioetfwith an impres- 
sive eulogy of his dead friend, and 
closed wira prayer and a bestowal of 
the Lord's blessing on the coffin. One 
last look was taken at the face of the 
dead general and then tha lid w 
closed «ad the body ognrignad to the 
tomb.

Ex-CouTlot, Fiiniou* Counterfeiter abd 
Notorloun Unuk Swindler Arretted. 

New York, Feb. 24.— Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin haa arrested Stephen C. Brod- 
weU, an ex-convict, fkmons counter- 
feiter and notorious bank swindler. 
Brodwell's heavy swindling operations 
were in Cincinnati and Detroit, where 
the leading banks of both cities were 
heavy losers by his methods. 

The prisoner had been living quietly 
in this city, at 864 West Twenty-third 
street, with his daughter, where he was 
arrested. Broadwell, who is 60 years 
old, was found to be very sick and was 
taken to Bellevue hospital as a prisoner. 
It is said that his chances of recovery 
are doubtful. The specific charges 
against Broadwell are that on Feb. 13, 
18U2, he swindled the Third National 
bank of Cincinnati out of $1,782, and 
the German National bank of Cincin- 
nati out of $1,688. That on May 14, 
1802 he defrauded the Third National 
bank of Detroit out of $1,782, and the 
City Savings bank of Datrott out of $1.- 

485. 

Brodwell disappeared immediately 
after these latest operations. The De- 
tn!ht and Cincinnati banks offered a re- 
ward of $2,000 for his capture. When 
Inspector McLaughlin located Brodwell 
he sent word to Cincinnati, and yester- 
day three paying tellers came to this 
city and fully identified the swindler. 
If he lives Brodwell be taken west for 
trial. He is noted as "the man with 
the oongh.|[

WAbUiNOToN, Feb. 24. — Messrs. 
Thurston, Castle and Carter, members 
of tha special Hawaiian commission, 
have detormlned to remain in Wash- 
ington until the senate disposes of the 
treaty of annexation now pending be- 
fore it in one way or another. It has 
been their intention to sail from San 
Frandsco for Honolulu on the 8d of 
March next, but within the past few 
im thay hare changed their minda. 

The coming to the United States of 
fha Princess Eaiulani in company with 
Mr. T, H. Davit s, who has been super- 
vising her education in England, is 
variously commented upon. It is re- 
ported that Mr. Davies, acting on be- 
half of the princess, proposed to Min- 
ister Linooln in London to aoo^ a 
protectorate on the part of tha Uidted 
States for the princess. Queen Liliuo- 
kalani's claims to the throne to be ig- 
nored In oaae the proposition was ac- 
cepted. To Dr. Mott Smith, the Ha- 
waiian minister in Washington, it is 
said Mr. Davies made a similar propo- 
sition, although what most extended 
this waa, it ia said, that the Unif- i 
Statsa should establish the princess on 
the throne ef Hawaii under a pro- 
tectorate and a regency for a term of 
three years, at the expiration of that 
period a new arrangement to be made 
tor the government of the islands satid- 
faotory to the United States. 

Mr. Davies suggested that S. B. Dole, 
the president of tne present provisional 
govt;rnment of HaWUi, diould be regeat 
under tha arrangement that ha sug- 
gested. 

It is said the action of Mr. Davies in 
bringing the princess to the United 
States was taken against the counsel of 
of her friends, both in this country and 
in Honolulu, but that Mr. Davies in 
oommunications upon the subject has 
expressed his opinion that a visit to tha 
United States by the princess could uot 
fall of reanlting in a benefit to har 
cause.

It can rmdily be tempered up to 8, 
haa about 8,000 crystals to the inch, 
takaa a perfect polish and cutting edge. 
Local iron ana neel men who have 
learned of the discovery and seen the 
product are enthusiastio over the pro- 
cess. It saves the 21 days rsquirea for 
annealing, does away with much costly 
machinery and is believed to be the 
most important discovery in its line in 
many years.

The Propvued Trip to Cniimln 'XV /II Not

New York, Feb. '?4.—Pn',nlist Charles 
Mitchell arrived in New York y< sterdtxy 
afternoon from Lakewood, N. J., ac- 
companied by "Squire" Abington Baird. 
The party was driven to The Poliea Gik> 
zette office, where Mr. Fox entertained 
them.

The Senate Committee on Manicipal- 
jtiee at Frankfort has been considering 
ine proposed charter for cities of the 
Ijfurth claw this week, and a ipeoial from 
ther^ to the OoTington Poet saya the 
co'mmitteo haa virtually agreed to adopt 
the charter proposed by the citisens, in- 
eiead of tbit prepared by the Beirisory 
OotrimiMion. Section 2 of the Revisory

■tiiated for section 2 of the dtliens'. 

The substitute provides that upon a pe- 
tition signed by two-thirds of the rcHi- 
dents of any ward or district and pre- 
lented for a change of boundary, tlie 
ooart ahall hear proof, and there shall be 
no apitoal. 

It liras agreed that Ma^on ihould still 
JbiB.ilected by this Oomnion Ootmcil, and 
not by a general election.
